Loxpon, April 2.—The Telegraph 
says: ‘‘It could scarcely appear prac- 
tical to Italy to be told it is uncertain 
whether the murdered men were 
Italians while they were lynched and 
lynching palliated on the ground that 
they were members of an italian se- 
cret society. The contrast between 
the savage precipitancy of the slayers, 
the complacency of the municipal 
authorities at New Orleans and the 
deliberate skepticism of Blaine, might 
well have moved a less high spirited 
nation than Italy to resolute measures. 
We are deeply grieved to declare that 
the opinion of the civilized world 
ranges itself against America. It is 
scarcely wise for the American papers 
to bluster. The Italian navy is ina 
condition of the highest efficiency. 
The hope of a speedy, equitable ad- 
justment of this perilous quarrel lies 
with the vast body of upright, honor- 
able feeling prevailing in the Repub- 
tic. There is no prospect that King 
Humbert will abate his just de- 
mands. ’’ 


The Standard says: ‘‘The Mar- 
quis Di Radini has every right to in- 
sist that the sins of the Mafia have, 
nottring to do with the case. Pregi- 
dent Harrison’s Ministers appear to 
have thought that a formal expression 
of regret would suffice, but Italy is the 
last country from which such tame 
compliance could be expected. Still, 
there is no occasion foralarm. Abun- 
dance of reasons exist — financial, 
political and stragetical—why Italy 
should not hurl herself against Amer- 
“jca, Baron Fava’s ultimatum is de- 
sighed to bring home to the federal 
authorities the unsatisfactory charac- 
ter of their attitude. It is unfortunate 
of President Harrison’s advisers that 
they are compelled to suffer for errors 
for which they are not primarily ®- 
sponsible. King Humbert is doit 
service to the world at large in thus 
drawing attention to the defect in the 
American cotstitution.”’ 


The Chronicle says: ‘‘ Baron Fava 
is not entitled to fix the day and hour 
of redress. If he can disregard the 
American constitution be must not 
ignore American geography, but must 
allow reasonable time for indgtiries.

It is 
said that even if Fava is withdrawn, 
it is done only as the most forcible 
protest known in diplomacy, and not 
as a forerunner of a conflict between 
the United States and Ialy. The 
Italian Cabinet Ministers are in re- 
ceipt of a large number of- cablegrams 
and letters from prominent Italians of 
New York, urging moderation. 

New York, April 2.—The editor of 
the Eco D Italy has received a dis- 
patch from Fava, stating he will sail 
for home on Saturday. 

SIMPLY RELIEVED. 

Wuaaneton (Del.j}, April 2.—Ex- 
Secretary of State Bayard treats the 
Itatian matter lightly. He said if 
Baron Fava had been recalled, it was 
likely he had done something to dis- 
please his government, and that he 
had simply been relieved. This is in- 
dicated by his leaving a secretary in 
charge of the legation. ‘“‘It is ab- 
surd,’’ said Mr. yard, “‘to regard 
the recall of the Minister or the sus- 


pension of diplomatic relations as 
evidence of war.”

Wasxninaton, April 2.—Baron Fava 
is one of the upluckiest of men. Ten 
or fifteen pears age he was a rich Ital | 
ian nobleman with large estates and a 
handsome income. He also had a 
handsome wife, to whom, unforta- 
nately for the Baron, the estates be- 
longed. Fava is an eccentric and not 
always amiable person, and after a 
stormy matrimonial career, he and 
his wile separated. 

Mme. Fava diisappeared, taking 
with her all of her husband’s income, 
save his salary from the Italian gov- 
ernment. She is now living in Paris 
in fine style. Their son, an accom- 
plished civil engineer, who is winning 
fame and fortune in his profession in 
this city, takes bis mother’s part and 
does not speak to his father. 

The Baron has tried very hard to 
live on his adlary here, but American 
tradesmen are practical enough to be 
unwilling to wait a year or two for 
their pay, and Washington landlords 
are not at all dazzled by foreign titles.

Peter Wise, Master Workman of the 
Distriet, James McBride, : Secretary, 
and James Penna, Vice “President of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
came here this morning and visited the 
scene of the shooting and held con- 
ferences with several of the men. It 
is said they secured’ the names of the 
deputies and have sworn out war- 
rants for the arrest of all of them, in- 
cluding Captain Lauer, who was in 
command, on a charge of murder.

General Manager 
Bynch of the Frick Company, and Su- 
perintendent Rumsey of the Moore- 
wood plant are accessories before th 
fact. 

The physicians say forty strikers 
are wounded; many of them mortally. 
The excitement is increasifig and 
the prospect of another outbreak is 
growing every hour. Reports that a 
second attack took place, in which 
four more were killed, is pronounced) 
untroe, but another raid is expected) 
at any time. 

The Superintendent claims that he 
ordered the mob to halt three times, 
and was answered with three shots. 
After another command half of the 
guards were ordered to fire, and a 
deadly volley was poured into the 
crowd. The fire was returned hotly, 
but the aim was poor. 

. Meorswoon, April 1.—The killed are 
Paul Dohannuf#; Walentine Zeidel, 
James Brache, Jacob Shukoskey, 
John Fudor, Antonio Rist, Cresezo 
Biners, all Slavs; Poles or Italians. 
All were shot in the head, neck or 
breast. Fifteen were wounded, but 
the names are not yet obtained.

LATER. 


It is said there were twenty-five 
wounded. This story has not yet been 
confirmed, although Frick’s informa- 
tion is that eleven rioters were killed, 
altogether. The 10th regiment, N. 
G. P. arrived, and will go to the scene 
of the disturbance to-night. The 15th 
regiment is under arms awaiting 
further orders. 

GREENSBURG (Pa.), April 2.—A 
special says at nine o’clock another 
attack was attempted and three more 
were killed. 


The Governor hag ordered the Tenth 
‘Regimeat to aid the Sheriff of West- 
moreland.county in quelling the trou- 
ble in the coke regions. The Eigh- 
teenth Regiment of this city has been 
ordered to hold itself in readiness. 

H. C. Frick, owner of the Moore- 
wood plant was seen at his office this 
morning and said: ‘‘We placed our 
men and property in the hands of law- 
ful authorities for protection. The 
Sheriff in the Moorewood case has 
done his duty, and the Governor is 
doing’ bis. This is no quarrel about 
wages, only whether our men working 
are to be shot down at midnight and 
our property destroyed by rioters. The 
authorities must settle this and we 
will’ koow whether mobs or law is to 
rule”’ 

At noon a train left Greensburg 
filled with deputies, armed and pre- 
pared for a long seige. 

Mount Pieasanr (Paz), April 2.—At 
2:45 this morning a mob of five hun- 
dred men began rioting the Standard 
works, They destroyed some of the | 
the company’s property and cut the 
telegraph lines so no warning could be 
sent to the people at Moorewood. 
About three o’clock the party marched 
to Moorewood. 

In the meanwhile the wires were 
hurriedly repaired and word was sent 
to Morewood that the strikers would 
attack the works in three places and 
had well laid plans to destroy the 
whole plant. Deputy Sheriffs were 
goon in readiness,to receive the at- 
tack. Tho sien divided into three 
parties, Capt. Lauer having charge of 
a party placed behind the big gates of 
the barn and stable enclosure. As 
the rioters passed the company’s store 
they raided it and then marched to 
the barn and attempted to break down 
the gates. They succeeded in doing 
this, and as they entered Captain 
Lauer called out to them to halt or he 
would fire upon them. Their answer, 
wis & fire a rattling volley in the di- 
rection ‘of the depaties, none of. whom | 


then gave the order to fire. Two vol- 
leys were fired beforé the mob broke 
and ‘ran. Eleven men’fell dead in the 
road, and the woanded are estimated 
as high as twenty-seyen. 

The deputies whe «took part in the 
riot were experienced’ men armed to 
the teeth. 

Last night Superintendent Pickard 
told them the raid was contemplated 
on the works, and presented each 
man with a Winchester. 

“Ihave promised protection,’’ he 
said, “to our men and I must give it 
to them. When the raiders come 
obey me. Fire the first shot into the 
air, and if the’raiders do not. retreat 
fire the second shot, and keep on firing 
while you have ammunition. Protect 
the company’s property, protect the 
men at work and protect your own 
lives. The man in my employ who 
runs I will shoot dead: on the spot.

®assed at the Fifteenth Session 

of the Nevada Legisiature ,Enad- 

ing March 19, 1891. ,

CHAP. XLIl. 

An Act requiring payment of li- 
lenses for compensat services of 
stallions. 

Section 1. Any person or persons, 
company, association or corporation, 
owning, managing or contrdling any 
stallion or stallions, for which com- 
pensation is required for the service of 
such stallion, shall, before offering 
such stallion for service, take out an 
annual license for each and every stal- 
lion so offered for service, as follows: 
For those classified as thoroughbreds, 


standardbred, forty dollara; for those 
claSsifed as draught horses, twenty 
dollars. 

Sec. 4. Any owner or managing 
agent of any stallion or stallions vio- 
lating the provisions of this Act shall | 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall be 
fined for each and every offense in an 
sum-not less than one hundred dol- 
lars nor. more than five hundred dol- 
lars. | 


CHAP. XLIV.

ery One Should Know. 

There are one or two things about 
the moon that every one should know. 
Let me mention them, writes Prof. E. 
S. Holden, of Lick Observatory, to: the 
Youth's Companion. How bright is the 
full moon, do you think? Suppose you 
look up at the moon on the next clear 
night. The sky is a pure, pale blue 
and the moon is almost dazzlingly 
‘bright agaimst it. If the whole canopy 
of the sky were made up of full moons, 
and if one were in the center of such a 
shining shell, one might think that the 
glare would be intolerable. 

But let us see. This very same moon 
seen in the day timc as 
a pale white .dise just barely visible 
against the background of the sky. In 
fact, unless you know exactly where to 
look, you may require a minute or two 
to find it. 

That means that the daylight sky is 
not so very different in brilliancy from 
the nearly full moon; or it means that 
you could very well live under a sky 
whose every part was just as bright as 
the moon itself. 

We may say, then, that the bright- 
ness of the moon is not very much 
greater than the brightness of the same 
area of sky. The total licht of the 
full moon can’ be comprnred with the 
total licht of the sun, thourn it is a very 
difiieslt problem, andthe resuit will be 
that the sun is as bright as 680,000 full 
moons. 

Once again, you ought to Isniow and 
remember how large the moon is. Its 
diameter is ab os 2 OO) raiiles—ore- 
fourth of the exrth—and its anvular ¢i- 
ametcr is abouta half a depree. As 
there. are 18) degrees from. the cast 
point to ‘the west point of the horizon 
ancasured throwch the zenith, there is 
room for 360 Tull moons- ina an areh 
spanning the heavens from cast to 
west, each one touching the rims of those 
next. it. 

Another thing, too, you should notice 
and wnderstand. The ‘moons looks 
larger near the horizon than it docs 
when it is over! The common ex- 
planation of this fact is essentially the 
true one; that is, the low moon.is neur 
enough to the horizon to be eco:tpared 
with hills, or trees or houses, and con- 
sequently it looks large; while the high 
moon is isolated, and one has no term 
of comparison. 

In both cases the angular diameter is 
about half a decvree, as you can prove 
for yourself with a little ingenuity. 

Use and Abuse of lerfumes. 

Let fair women beware of using per- 
fumes of pronounced and cgzressive 
odors, lest she offend and alienate the 
regard of her friends. One of the chicf 
causes of the separation of the King of 
Holland from his first wife was the 
penchant of Queen Sophia for the scent 
of musk, which odor was intensely dis- 
agreeable. to her royal consort. So 
generously did she indulge her passion 
for this perfume that not only were her 
own apartments permeated with it, her 
clothes, hair and belongings oiiensive 
with it, but any room through which 
she passed would smell for days after 
of her favorite perfume. The secret of 
the fascinating fragrance which seems 
to surround and ‘emanate from’ dainty 
women lies ever in the constant use of 
most delicate and faint perfumes whose 
odor is intangible and suggestive, rather 
than in the liberal use of permeating 
and intense odors which are sure to of- 
fend some sensitive olfactory organism.
